This  Spring,  as  you  are  av/are,  a  destructor  for  Dr.  Brodie's 


laboratory  was  installed  and  I  have  recently  received  from  the  Collector 
of  Customs,  a  request  to  make  a  new  entry  on  this  and  to  pay  the  duty. 


Again,  in  the  Department  of  I'ining  slngine er ing ,  some  portion 


of  one  of  the  machines  was  broken  and  the  Professor  ordered  from  the 
United  States,  the  castings  for  the  repair  of  this.  I  have  also  been 
requested  by  the  Department  of  Customs  to  make  a  new  entry  and  pay  the 
duty  on  these  castings. 


I  am  passing  to-day,  for  the  Department  of  Pathology,  some 


Alberene  stone  slabs  for  the  Autopsy  Hoorn  and  fear  that  I  v/ill  be  met 
with  the  same  trouble. 


If  duty  has  to  be  paid  on  all  these  things,  it  will  mean  an 


increase  of  cost  on  the  estimates  of  the  Departments  to  cover  such 
items  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  Board  of  Governors  should  take  this 
matter  up  with  the  Government,  as  indicated  by  my  letters,  I  have  been 
unsuccessful .

I  an  in  receipt  of  a  note  from  the  Collector  of  Customs, 
Toronto,  asking  for  duty  to  he  paid  on  a  destructor,  entry 
#727753,  cleared  hy  me  on  the  13th  day  of  January/  1913.  I  would 
like  to  point  out  that  this  destructor  is  used  solely  hy  the 
Department  of  Physiology  in  connection  with  the  Un’iversity  of 
Toronto;  that  it  is  used  only  in  the  destruction  of  material 
used  in  emporinental  and  teaching  work,  and  should  consequently 
come  under  the  free  list  as  heing  for  Pdiicational  purposes.

Dear  Sir:- 

After  considering  the  reference  to  "Confirming  Orders"  contained 
in  the  second  last  clause  of  the  letter  from  the  Board  of  Governors  to  the 
heads  of  the  Departments,  I  would  ask  that  the  Board  reconsider  this  question 
before  the  letter  is  officially  sent  out. 

I  feel  that,  given  such  a  loophole,  there  would  be  no  limit  to 
the  use  of  "Confirming  Orders'*  and  what  is  nov/  an  exception,  would  become 
a  general  rule. 

"Confirming  Orders"  not  only  upset  the  whole  system  which  was 
adopted  for  purchasing  six  years  ago,  but  also  they  entail  much  extra  labour 
as  Is  instanced  by  an  example  now  in  my  hands,  which  necessitated  the 
exchange  of  eleven  letters  to  clear  up  the  matter. 


If  the  Board  would  re-affirm  the  By-law  in  reference  to  the 
purchase  of  material  by  requisition  and  instruct  the  Superintendent  to  use 
discretion  in  allowing  orders  of  emergency  character  to  be  covered  by 
"Confirming  Orders",  this  would  meet  the  necessity  without  putting  any  pov/er 
in  the  hands  of  the  heads  of  the  Departments,  Once  such  a  privilege  were 
given  them,  I  feel  it  would  be  impossible  to  remove  it  and  at  the  same  time 
it  would  raise  a  good  deal  of  friction  when  asking,  as  one  would  have  to  do, 
when  "Confirming  Orders"  come  in,  if  these  cases  were  of  bona  fide 
emergency  character. 


You  will  probably  remember  that  I  spoke  to  you  some  time  ago  about 
obtaining  from  the  Board  of  Governors,  authority  to  instruct  the  firms  from 
whom  we  purchase,  that  no  order  received  from  the  University  would  be 
recognized  unless  sent  on  the  regular  form.  There  are  numerous  ways  in 
evading  the  regulations,  which  are  being  used  by  several  of  the  Departments 
and  any  latitude  given  to  them,  would  demoralize  the  whole  of  our  six  years 
work. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Bursar’s  opinion  be  asked  in  reference 
to  the  promptness  in  which  the  accounts  are  now  being  paid  and  as  to  their 
not  being  carried  over  from  the  previous  year,  in  the  majority  of  cases.

Dear  Mr  President, 

As  I  was  away  examining  for  the  Dominion  Medical 
council  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  which  I  was  asked  to  attend,  may  i  be  allowed 
to  express  myself  upon  a  few  of  the  more  important  difficulties 
that  have  arisen  between  ray  Department  and  the  Superintendents* 
office. 

V/ith  regard  ti  keys  to  the  Medical  Building,  1  wish  to 

state  that  it  is  frequently  imperative  that  members  of  the  staff 
in  my  Department  should  enter  and  leave  the  Building  at  times 

when  it  is  locked  and  no  caretaker  is  present.  They  very 
naturally  feel  aggrieved  that  a  sura  of  ^5  should  be  demanded 
from  them  before  they  are  entrusted  with  a  key,  when  too  the 
possession  of  a  key  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  proper 
performance  of  their  duties  to  the  University.  I  wish  to  point 
out  that  ray  assistants  still  have  no  key  to  this  Building. 

I  would  furthei ’like  to  comment  strongly  upon  the  demand 
for  a  deposit  from  the  Laboratory  Assistants  and  attendants  befor 
they  were  allowed  to  possess  a  key. 

In  the  second  place  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  intricate  and 
elaborate  system  which  we  are  asked  to  follow  when  ordering 

apparatus  and  material  for  our  Departments.  In  the  first  place 
the  whole  system  is  unnecessarily  irritating  and  vexatious,  and 
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in  the  second  place  it  leads  to  delay,  and  is  often  detrimental 
to  the  punctual  working  of  a  laboratory.  I  am  frequently  in 
receipt  of  letters  from  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Grounds  and  Buildings  informing  me  that  he  cannot  pass  accounts 
I  have  initialled  as  correct  without  refering  them  to  the  JBoard 
of  Governors.  I  have  no  wish  whatever  to  fail  in  adhering  t-o 

the  rules  ana  regulations  laid  down  by  the  University,  but  1 

imagine  that  the  existing  requirements  emanate  entirely  from  the 

/ 

Superintendents  office,  and  they  have  been  drav/n  up  without  any 
real  knowledge  of  the  working  needs  of  Laboratories,  and  demand 
an  amount  of  time  and  attention  from  the  head  of  the  Department 
which  might  be  bestowed  upon  his  proper  work  with  far  greater 
advantage  to  the  University.  I  am  only  aware  of  one  instance 
in  which  ordering  through  the  Superintendents'  office  saved 
expense  to  my  Department. 

In  the  last  instance  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  management 
of  any  structural  alterations  required  in  the  laboratories. 
i?'or  these  estimates  are  asked  and  given.  Therefore  it  is  to 
be  assumed  that  as  t-]±Qy  are  offered  the^^could  be  carried  out 
within  a  reasonable  time.  This  as  a  rule  is  the  case  whenever 
plumbing  work  is  asked  for,  but  in  carpentering  and  especially 
i^lectrical  v/ork  the  delays  involved  are  always  excessive. 

Work  is  frequently  commenced  and  then  left  at  a  moments  notice 
for  an  indefinite  time.  The  Board  of  Governors  will  remember 
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that  some  extensive  chamges  were  made  in  my  Department  two  sessions 

ago  and  I  am  writing  with  the  remembrance  of  all  the  vexation  to 
which  I  was  subjected  at  the  time.  I  deeply  resent  the  enormous 

wasting  of  my  time  that  was  occasioned  then.  i  quite  under¬ 
stand  that  there  is  much  work  of  this  kind  to  be  done  in  the 
University,  but  my  position  is  that  if  the  work  cannot  be  com¬ 
pleted  within  a  reasonable  time,  no  estimate  for  it  ought  to  be 
given,  or  it  ought  to  be  made  clear  that  the  work  could  not  be 
commenced  before  a  specified  date.  It  would  then  be  possible 
to  obtain  estimates  from  outside  the  university,  and  l  am  by  no 
means  convinced  that  the  work  could  not,  in  many  cases,  be  carried 
out  more  cheaply  by  firms  in  the  city.

Two  weeKs  ago  on  his  return  he  found  new  locks  on 


th<a  Medical  Builaing.  The  car.etaker  had  a  key  out  none  of  nis 
laboratory  staff  had  keys.  On  inouiry  he  found  that  keys  were  given 
out  by  the  Superintendent  hinself,  he  went  over  to  tne  Suoerintendent ’ s 

Office  one  rrorf-lns  at  ten  oD.Jock  to  get  a  key.  IVt,  LePa.n  was  the 

only  occunant  ot  tha  office  and  said  he  had  not  the  keys  ana  had  nothing 
to  dc  with  thei.  Dr.  Vacalluii  wrote  a  letter  and  sent  it  ever  cy  his 
laboratory  .attendant  who  was  told  to  ?st  an  answ^^r.  His  letter  to  the 
SuDenntendent  ran  as  follows: 


De.ar  Sir: 

PlaasT'  give  the  nearer,  A>.  1-  Gi.1.din3;  keys  for 
tne  tredlcal  cutlding  whioh  are  for  ny  own  nersonal  use  ? 

Yours  truly 

The  Suoerlntendcin  said  he  could  only  give  the  keys 
to  the  nersons  using  the^r;  he  would  consult  with  tne  fre3iie,nt  uoon  the 
subject  ana  let  Dr.  Macallun;  know  later  wnat  could  te  done. 

Tne  next  rrorning  a  letter  cano  iToir  tne  Superintendent 
saying  that  he  reauired  the  ireirbers  of  the  staff  to  call  at  his  office 
and  sign  for  keys.  He  was  in  his  office  froiri  9  to  10  each  rrorning.;  and 
it  this  nour  was-  not  suitable  he  woula  nake  an  apoointirent  with  Dr. 
Vacalluir.  Dr.  Vacallurr  tnen  went  to  the  President  and  reoorted  the 
rr.atter. 

Keys  were  given  to  Professor  Brodie.,  Professor 
ViacMurrioh  and  hirrseli  by  the  President.  They  accepted  the  Keys  on  the 
understanding  tnat  they  should  be  given  an  ocnortunity  of  iraking 
reoresentations  to  a  co.tirittee  of  the  Board  which  would  indicate  the  • 


the  situation  as  sit  nan  develojjea. 

On  a  orevlous.  occasion  he  had  trade  a  representation  to  the 
Board  regarding  the  telephone  in  the  t/edlcal  Building  and  in  his  rootr. 
When  the  Telephone  Gotr. pany  beoanre  aware  of  the  condition  of  the  telephone 
they  altered  it  so  that  the  receiver  of  the  house  telephone  could  not 
be  usea  on  it,., 

Be  said  the  Superintendent  called  hltt  a  liar  over  the  telephone 
and  he  no  longer  spoke  to  nln.. 

The  Boari  approved  of  the  synterf  for  the  telephone  In  the 
?t<edical  Building  without  consulting  Dr.  i^acallunf  and  he  refused  to  have 
a  telephone  in  his  rooir.  He  gave  orders  to  his  servants  not  to  allow 
any  one  to  cut  a  telephone  in  his  roorr.  Tn  the  sutTer  tne  Telephone 
Corrpany  sent  up  a  ?rac,  who  w.ae  refuse^  admittance  to  his  rooir,.  On  the 
order  of  the  Super! r.ten.ient  the  laboratory  attendant  opened  tne  rooir  and 
SL  telephone  war  nut  in. 

A  year  the  Sunari ntendent  took  a  room  in  the  Medical 
Buildin-?',  whloh  had  beein  vacated  by  nls  stuients'j  and  transferred  hia 
swltoaboard  there  wilpout  consult, ing  hin.  He  had  been  curator  of  the 
Vedlc&l  Bulliiag  for  ten  years. 

Td**se  incidents  Indicate  Ins  eituatiion  as  it  has  developed. 
There  are  otner  regulations  n«  objects  to,  ~  the  Juniors  in  nis  depart.ment 
had  to  pay  a  deposit  of  fb  for  a  key:,  and  the  laboratory  attendants 
fifty  lent 9.  This  myrrent  for  keys  does  not  make  the  buildiniJ  any  more 
secure  smd  tney  are  only  irritablng  regulations  and  som-e  of  the  staff* 
will  not  pay  4‘b  for  a  key. 

This  l3  the  first  time  he  has  seen  the  printed  By-laws  of  the 
Board  regarding  the  Superintendent. 

Professor  .L  B.  VaeVurrioh: 


When  he  came  back  he  found  the  locks  changed.  He  telephoned 
for  a  key  and  was  told  he  must  go  personally  to  the  Superintendent.  He 
wrote  a  letter  and  sent  his  attendant  giving  him  power  of  attorney  to  sign 
for  the  key  for  him.  He  was  told  he  must  appear  in  person. 

Re  objected  to  tne  amount  charged  as  a  deposit.  Many  of  his 
Juniors  could  not  afford  to  pay  $5.  It  simply  meant  that  they  could  not 
get  into  the  building  on  Saturday  afternoons  or  on  Sundays.  Very  often 
ten  minutes  work  on  Sunday  would  save  an  afternoon's  work  later. 
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ThS'  Janitors  wsre  chargerj  fifty  cents.  He  dil  not  think  that 
was  right.  He  trsought  he  as  Director  of  the  Anatoirical  laboratory 
should  have  the  right  to  get  into  the  building  without  consulting  the 
Sunerinteindent  or  any  one  else.  If  he  can  get  the  work  done  by  others 
ne  ought  to  be  able  to  give  a  key  so  that  the  person  could  work  at  night 
and  he  could  get  the  key  back  iln  the  corning.  He  nas  no  control  as  to 
who  shall  enter  his  own  building.  Tnere  was  a  division  of  authority 
all  the  way  along  the  line.  He  does  not  know  what  belongs  to  the 
building  or  what  to  the  laboratory.  He  tninks  ho  as  Director  of  the 
AnatoTloal  Laboratory  ought  to  te  responsible. 

A  sceoial  rooir  was  laid  aside  for  his  dOpartirent  last  year.  It 
has  no  vertilHlion.  He  asked  to  have  a  ventnatirg  shaft  out.  He  was 
told  it  was  structural  and  tne  charge  for  it  ought  to  n.ade  against  the 
deDartTrental  aDbrooriation  and  net  against  the  building  apnropriat ion. 

He  finds  that  tnings  torrrerly  done  by  the  Suneri  ntennent  out  of  his 
building  ancrcDr iation  cannot  be  none  new  unless  they  are  cnar^^.d  against 
tne  deDartrrental  anpropriation. 

He  asked  whether  the  servants  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
SuDor intendent,.  Does  inis  Toan  that  laboratory  attendants  are  under  the 
neads  of  deuartn-ents  ? 

Sir  P'drrund  Walker  re  died  that  cleaners,  lanitors  and  those  who 
do  not  do  laboratory  service  are  under  tne  Suner 1 ntendent * 

Professor  told  ot  a  cleaner  in  tne  Patnologioal  Building 

who  was  wasting  the  tin;e  of  tne  Ur'iversitv  and  could  not  be  interferred 
with  because  ne  WdS  unner  tne  direction  of  the  Superintendent .  He 

thought  the  heads  of  the  laboratories  snould  nave  oontrol  over  tne  servants, 

Professor  VaeVurr ioh: 

Said  there  was  a  division  of  authority.  He  would  liKe  to  know 
where  the  Sup^rl ntendeni  is  to  cease  and  wnere  tne  Director  of  the 
Laboratory  is  to  begin.  He  said  he  ^ound  the  rules  arkso.te.  There 
was  too  truoh  red  tap*?  and  tnere  were  too  nrany  delays.  He  could  not  get 
the  keys  because  he  could  rot  go  in  person.

'  The  dain  trouble  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
is  that  t.here  are  certain  appropriations  that  are  under  the  control  of  the 
professors  altogether  and  yet  they  conprise  work  which  the  Superintendent 
is  orepareQ  to  lo  -  carpenter  work:,  pludDlng;,  electric  wiring  etc.  Some 


of  theTT.  have  given  the  work  to  the  Superintendent  and  the  details  are 
very  irritating  when  the  work  'is  done  by  hiir.  Things  eere  out  off  and 
put  off,,'  and  there  is  no  satisfaction  witn  regard  to  the  cost. 

If  the  Superintendent’s  entiirate  is  reasonable  to  the 
professor  it  is  accepted:,  then  when  the  work  is  done  whether  it  is 
sp.t isfactory  or  not  to  the  Professor;,  his  appropriation  is  charged  with 
the  cost.  In  the  case  of  work  done  by  a  fir!!  down  town,  the  Professor 
could  refuse  to  certlty  the  account.  There  is  no  such  certification 
when  the  work  is  done  by  the  Suoeri ntenlent:,  it  Is  sirrply  taken  out  of 
the  appropriation.  According  to  Dean  Galbraith  the  work  was  rrore  or 
less  satisfactory  wnen  done  by  the  Superintendent.

The  President  read  the  By-laws  of  the  Board  of  Gove'rnors 
relating  to  the  Superintendent. 

Professor  A.,  B,  Macalluii: 

Two  weeks  ago  on  his  return  he  found  new  locks  on 
the  Medical  Building.  The  caretaker  had  a  key  but  none  of  his 
laboratory  staff  had  keys.  On  inquiry  he  found  that  keys  were  given 
out  by  the  Superintendent  himself.  He  went  over  to  the  Superintendent’s 
Office  one  morning  at  ten  o’olock  to  get  a  key.  Mr.  LePan  was  the 

only  occupant  of  the  office  and  said  he  had  not  the  keys  and  had  nothing 
to  do  with  them.  Dr.  Macallum  wrote  a  letter  and  sent  it  over  by  his 
laboratory  attendant  who  was  told  to  get  an  answer.  His  letter  to  the 
Superintendent  ran  as  follow^: 

Dear  Sir: 

Please  give  the  bearer,  A.  E-  Giddins,  keys  for 
the  medical  building  which  are  for  my  own  personal  use  ? 

Yours  truly 

The  Superintendent  said  he  could  only  give  the  keys 
'to  the  persons  using  them;  he  would  consult  with  the  President  upon  the 
subject  and  let  Dr.  Macallum  know  later  what  could  be  done. 

The  next  morning  a  letter  cams  from  the  Superintendent 
saying  that  he  required  the  members  of  the  staff  to  call  at  his  office 
and  sign  for  keys.  Be  was  in  his  office  from  9  to  10  each  morning,  and 
iif  this  hour  was  not  suitable  he  would  make  an  appointment  with  Drl 
Macallum.  Dr.  Macallum  then  went  to  the  President  and  reported  the 
matter. 

Keys  were  given  to  professor  Brodie,  Professor 
MacMurrioh  and  himself  by  the  President.  They  accepted  the  keys  on  the 
understanding  that  they  should  be  given  an  opportunity  of  making 
representations  to  a  committee  of  the  Board  which  would  indicate  the 
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the  situation  as  it  has  developed. 

On  a  previous  oooasion  he  had  made  a  representation  to  the 
Board  regarding  the  telephone  in  the  Medical  Building  and  in  his  rooTU. 

When  the  Telephone  Gotcpany  beoanie  aware  of  the  condition  of  the  telephone 
they  altered  it  so  that  the  receiver  of  the  house  telephone  could  not 
be  used  on  it. 

Be  said  the  Superintendent  called  him  a  liar  over  the  telephone 
and  he  no  longer  spoke  to  hire. 

The  Board  approved  of  the  syste^B  for  the  telephone 'in  the 
Medical  Building  without  consulting  Dr.  Macallum  and  he  refused  to  have 
a  telephone  in  his  rooic.  He  gave  orders  to  his  servants  not  to  allow 
any  one  to  put  a  telephone  in  his  room.  -In  the  surE?Eer  the  Telephone 
Company  sent  up  a  man,  who  was  refused  admittance  to  his  room.  On  the 
order  of ’the  Superintendent 'the  laboratory  attendant  opened  the  room  and 
a  telephone  was  put  dn. 

4  year  ago  the  Superintendent  took  a  room  in  the' Medical 
Building,  which  had  been  vacated  by  his  students,  and  transferred  his 
switchboard  there  without  consulting  him.  He  had  been  curator  of  the 
Medical  Building  for  ten  years. 

These  incidents  indicate  the  situation  as  dt  has  developed. 
There  are  other  regulations  he  objects  to,-  the  Juniors  in  his  department 
had  to  pay  a  deposit  of  $5  for  a  key,  and  the  laboratory  attendants 
fifty  icents.  This  payment  for  keys  doss  not  make  the  building  any  more 
secure  and  they  are  only  drritating  regulations  and  some  of  the  staff 
will  not  pay  $5  for  a  key. 

This  is  the  first  time  he  has  seen  the  printed  By-laws  of  the 
Board  regarding  the  Superintendent. 

Professor  J.  B.  MaoMurrioh: 

When  he  came  back  he  found  the  locks  changed.  He  telephoned 
for  a  key  and  was  told  he  must  go  personally  to  the  Superintendent.  He 
wrote  a  letter  and  sent  his  attendant  giving  him  power  of  attorney  to  sign 
for  the  key  for  him.  He  was  told  he  must  appear  iin  person. 

He  objected  to  the  amount  charged  as  a  deposit.  Many  of  his 
Juniors  could  not  afford  to  pay  $5.  ilt  simply  meant  that  they  could  not 
get  into  the  building  on  Saturday  afternoons  or  on  Sundays.  Very  often 
ten  minutes  work  on  Sunday  would  save  an  afternooh’s  work  later. 
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The  Janitors  were  charged  fifty  cents.  He  did  not  think  that 
was  right.  He  thought  he  as  Director  of  the  Anatomical  ^boratory 
should  have  the  right  to  get  into  the  building  without  consulting  the 
Superintendent  or  any  one  else.  If  he  can  get  the  work  dons  by  others 
he  ought  to  be  able  to  give  a  key  so  that  the  person  could  work  at  night 
and  he  could  get  the  key  back  4n  the  morning.  He  has  no  control  as  to 
who  shall  enter  his  own  building..  There  was  a  division  of  authority 
all  the  way  along  the  line.  He  does  not  know  what  belongs  to  the 
building  or  what  to  the  laboratory.  He  thinks  he  as  Director  of  the 
Anatomical  Laboratory  ought  to  be  responsible. 

A  special  room  was  laid  aside  for  his  ddpartraent  last  year.  It 
has  no  ventilation.  He  asked  to  have  a  ventilating  shaft  out.  He  was 
toll  it  was  structural  and  the  charge  for  it  ought  to  be  made  against  the 
departmental  appropriation  and  not  against  the  building  appropriation. 

He  finds  that  things  formerly  done  by  the  Superintendent  out  of 'his 
building  appropriation  oannot  be  done  now  unless  they  are  charged  against 
the  departmental  appropriation. 

, He  asked  whether -the  servants  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent.  Does  this  mean  that  laboratory  attendants  are  under  the 
heads  of  departments  ? 

Sir, Edmund  Walker  replied  that  cleaners,  janitors  and  those  who 
do  not  do  laboratory  service  are  under  the  Superintendent. 

Professor  fi«ackensie  told  of  a  cleaner  >in  the  Pathologioal  Building 
who  was  wasting  the  time  of  the  University  and  could  not  be  'interferred 
with  because  he  was  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent.  He 
thought  the  heads  of  the  laboratories  should  have  control  over  the  servants. 

Professor  WacMurrich: 

Said  there  was  a  division  of  authority.  He  would  liice  to  know 
where  the  Superintendent  is  to  cease  and  where  the  Director  of  the 
Laboratory  is  to  begin.  He  said  he  found  the  rules  irksome.  There 
was  too  much  red  tape  and  there  were  too  many  delays.  He  oould  not  get 
the  keys  because  he  could  not  go  in  person.

In  “the  case  of  the  man  down  town  his  estimate  is  made 
carefully,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Superintendent  the  estimate  is  made 
through  his  workmen.  The  staff -is  Applied  Science  say  this  is  not 
satisfactory.  They  say  they  can  get  better  and  cheaper  work  done  down 
town,  done  during  the  time  they  want  it,  and  they  have  the  power  to 
certify  the  account  when  they  are  satisfied.

Regarding  the  blinds  in  the  Physics  Building,  for  two  years  ‘they 
have  been  in  such  a  wretched  condition 'that  he  could  not  give  his 
lectures  satisfactorily.  The  Superintendent  sends  over -his  man  but  he 
cannot  repair  them  out  of  his  appropriation.  .He  reported  them  last 
spring  and  nothing  has  been  dona.  He  thought  the  architect  ought  to 
be  called  in  and  after  consultation  with  himself  something  might  be  done. 

The  President  stated  that  the  blinds  were  run  by  electric  motors 
and  that  the  system  was  too  expensive.  It  would  cost  $3Q0  or  more  to 
repair  them  and  then  they  were  liable  to  go  out  of  order  again. 

Professor  McLennan  stated  that  Fox  was  not  a  good  workman,  and 
was  not  the  man  for  the  position  he  holds.  He  should  do  the  work  and 
not  advise  the  Superintendent. 

He  never  saw  the  regulations  before. 

His  glass-blower  to-neight  reported  that  his  supply  of  oxygen 
was  exhausted.  If  Professor  McLennan  had  ordered  it  through  the  regular 
way  in  all  probability  it  would  not  reach  him  until  to-morrow  night,  too 
late  for  the  use  of  the  glass-blower 'to-morrow.  He  telephoned  the  order 
direct  and  will  notify  the  Superintendent. 

The  President  explained  that  the  Superintendent  accepted 
confirming  orders  up  to  a  certain  amount. 

Professor  J.  J,  Mackenzie': 

He  had  so  difficulty  in  getting  keys  for  himself  at  the 
Pathological  Building,  but  he  objects  to  the  regulation  about  the  $5  deposit. 

The  plumbing  in  the  Pathologicalfi^s*^^ne  better  and  cheaper 
than  it  could  have  bee^n  dona  by  workmen  down  town  and  the  carpenter  work 
is  beautifully  done,  but  the  carpenter  does  not  use  good  judgment. 

He  wanted  a  board  to  put  bodies  on  and  the  carpenter  sent 
what  oould  be  used  as  a  door  which  cost  $6. 
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Professor  Leathes  said  there  were  delays  and  inconveniences. 


Professor  Faull  had  nothing  to  report. 


Professor  Bensley; 

The  estimates  from  the  Superintendent’s 
Office  have  been  too  high.  They  can  get  estimates  elsewhere  but  .it 
takes  the  professor’s  time,  and  what  ds  the  reason  for  going  elsewhere 
when  there  is  an  office  to  relieve  the  professor  of  this  work.  The 
University  is  aintained  for  academic  purposes  and  iif  the  time  is  taken 
for  business  matters  the  time  ds  being  wasted. 

, Principal  Button: 

Bis  colleagues  complained  that  KSr.  Giimpbell’s 
department  has  too  much  work.  There  have  been  delays  in  getting  rooms 
ready  for  the  Department  of  Political  Economy.

With  reference  to  the  questions  submitted  by  your 

Board  of  Governors,  relative  to  the  present  system  of  ordering  by 

Requisition,  and  in  conf i nr.ati on  of  the  opinion  expressed  to  you 

at  our  recent  conference,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following; - 

(1)  ”Tnat  are  the  advantages  to  the  University  of  the 

present  system  of  ordering  by  requisition?*’ 

With  a  Departmental  organization  such  as  exists  at 
the  University,  a  control  of  the  expenditure  of  tho  sums  of  money 
appropriated  to  the  uses  of  the  several  Departments  'Arould  not  be 
possible  without  some  system  of  ordering  by  Requisition. 

The  procedure  at  present  requires  a  Department  to 
make  a  Requisition  on  the  Purchasing  Department  for  goods  required. 
This  Requisition  is  submitted  to  the  Bursar,  who  certifies  as  to  the 
sufficiency  of  the  appropriation  to  meet  the  proposed  expenditure. 

It  is  then  forwarded  to  the  Purchasing  Department,  when  an  order  is 
issued.  The  matter  is  nov;  in  the  hands  of  the  latter  Department, 
which  follows  up  delivery,  makes  arrangements,  where  necessary,  for 
insurance,  etc., and  on  presentation  of  the  invoice,  forwards  same  for 
payment,  taking  advantage  where  possible,  of  discounts. 
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Any  system  which  centralizes  the  purchasing  for  a  largo 


Institution  in  one  properly  organized  Department,  cannot  help  but 


I 


enure,  financially  and  otherwise,  to  the  benefit  of  that  Institution. 

The  work  is  handled  by  men  familiar  with  business  methods,  who  have  at 
their  disposal  information  as  to  prices,  shipping  routes,  etc.,  and 
who  are  in  a  position  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  their  Institution, 
both  from  the  standpoint  of  efficient  and  economic  service. 

(2)  "Do  these  advantages  more  than  counterbalance  the  necessary 
"delay  caused  to  the  Departments  by  having  to  go  through  this  formality?" 

I  must  ansv^er  "Yes"  to  this  question.  Glancing  over  the  number 
of  Orders  and  Requisitions  on  file,  I  cannot  see  that  any  unnecessary 
delay  has  been  caused, other  than  what  must  of  necessity  follow  where  any 
system  of  purchasing  by  Requisition  and  Order  is  in  use. 

(3)  "Is  there  any  improvement  in  the  system  which  would  diminish 
"the  delay  in  ordering  for  the  departments?" 

The  Bursar  should  be  required  to  stamp  all  Requisitions  with 
a  "Date  Received"  stamp,  so  as  to  afford  a  means  of  tracing  just  where 
a  delay,  if  any,  has  occurred,  The  Requisition  should  also  be  dated. 

In  one  instance  I  found  a  Requisition  for  a  carter  to  move 
something,-  the  amount  involved  being  .^1,50,  This  should  never  have  been 
passed  through  the  Purchasing  Department,  but  should  have  been  paid  out 
of  Petty  Cash,  many  minor  purcliases  v;ithin  well  defined  limits  should 
be  disposed  of  in  the  sair-e  v/ay. 


A  system  of  Quarterly  Requisitions  should  be  introduced.  Such 


a  system  would  greatly  reduce  the  v;ork  of  the  Purchasing  Department,  re¬ 
duce  expenditures  in  stationery  and  postage  and  generally  effect  a  sub¬ 
stantial  saving  to  the  University.  With  such  a  system,  heads  of  Depart¬ 
ments  would  have  to  be  educated  up  to  the  point  where  they  would  i 
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their  requirements  for  three  months,  rather  than  from  day  to  day,  with 
a  resultant  decrease  in  Requisitions  and  the  labors  attendant  thereon, 
besides  the  economy  which  inevitably  follows  where  goods  are  purchased 
in  large  quantities. 

Stationery  and  many  other  supplies  used  by  the  various  Depart¬ 
ments  should  be  standardized.  Where  such  standardization  obtains,  the 
Quarterly  Requisition  works  to  great  advantage.  For  example:-  ten  De¬ 
partments  are  making  Requisition  for  a  three  months'  supply  of  letter 
paper  and  envelopes.  If  each  Department  uses  a  different  grade  of 
stationery,  the  Purchasing  Department's  labors  are  ten  times  greater 
than  if  all  Departments  used  the  same  quality  and  size.  Further,  10,000 
sheets  of  paper  can  alv/ays  be  purchased  cheaper  than  1000.  These  ex¬ 
amples  coula  be  multiplied,  but  one  is  sufficient  to  illustrate  my  point. 

In  going  over  thd  Spread  Sheets,  such  as  Pay  Rolls,  Lier- 
ciiandise  Accounts  and  Inventories,  of  your  Foremen  of  the  different 
trades,  I  could  not  help  but  be  impressed  by  the  large  amount  of  clerical 
work,  in  fact,  book-keeping,  which  they  are  called  upon  to  do.  These 
men  are  not  educated  to  this  v/ork,  and  must  take  a  much  longer  time  to 
accomplish  it  than  would  be  taken  by  a  man  accustomed  to  clerical  detail. 
Further,  v/hile  so  engaged,  they  must  be  neglecting  the  supervision  of 
the  work  and  the  direction  of  the  men  under  them,  and  have  not  full  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  push  the  work  to  a  speedy  termination.  By  securing  the  services 
of  a  clerk,  the  Foremen  would  be  relieved  of  all  clerical  work,  and  would 
be  able  to  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  direction  of  the  work  for  which 
they  are  employed.  A  "Work  Order"  would  issue  from  the  Superintendent  to 
a  Foreman,  who,  on  the  completion  of  the  work,  would  merely  have  to  take 
the  Time  Cards  of  his  men  and  certify  as  to  the  material  used.  These  Work 
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Orders  and  Time  Cards  would  be  turned  in  to  the  Superintendent’s  Office, 
where  a  clerk  would  make  the  necessary  analysis,  etc. 

The  introduction  of  another  clerk  to  your  already  over¬ 
crowded  office  would,  no  doubt,  seriously  inconvenience  you,  but  the 
saving  to  be  effected  by  his  emploj'ment  would  justify  the  removal  of 
your  Department  to  more  comaiodious  quarters, 

I  trust  the  opinions  expressed  above  will  bo  of  service  to  you. 

It  is  impossible  for  mo  to  go  into  the  matters  in  question  in  greater  de¬ 
tail  at  the  present  time;  in  fact,  an  opinion  as  to  the  merits  and  demerits 
of  your  entire  office  system,  filing  and  otheiwvise,  could  only  be  given 
after  many  weeks  of  close  and  persistent  study  on  the  ground.

(i)  .V;itn  regard  to  the  distribution  of  Keys  for  the  various 
buildings. 

Keys  for  thei  outsd'de  doors  are  to  be  distributed': 

(a)  to  all  heads  of  denartTentsl;  nrofessors  of  all  grades 
and  chief  adTinistrative  officers  either  on  their  nersonal  aonlicatlon 
or  by  written  order. 

(b)  to  lecturers;.  deTronstrators,  fellows;,  class  assistants 

and  laboratory  attendants  on  oersonal  aoDlication  at  the  Suoerintende nt'* s 
Office  with  the  written  reauest  of  the  head  of  the  debarlnrent. 

(c)  to  the  clerks  in  the  ad?T in istrat.ive  offices  on  nersonal 
apr-lication  at  the  SuDerintendent’s  Office  with  the  written  reauest 
of  the  adnrinistrative  head. 

'Tr  order  to  secure  the  return  of  the  key  on  the  tern inatlon

The 
SuDsrtntende'Dt  is  authorised  to  coniira  such  orders  when  satiisfied  that 
an  B'lrergency  exists,,  tut  the  Fronerty  Conn.ittee  shall  decide  all  Questions 
which  nay  arise  resoeoting  the  treaning  or  carrying  out  of  this  regulation.

I  understood  from  the  President  that  it  was  your  intention  to 
ventilate, at  the  meeting  of  the  Property  Committee,  certain  questions 
which  I  had  raised  in  a  statement  to  him  as  to  the  actual  cost  of  the 
construction  of  the  Central  Power  Plant.  Owing  I  presume  to  laclc  of 
opportunity,  this  has  been  omitted  and  I  am  consequently  sending  you 
certain  details  for  future  reference. 

The  inform.ation  contained  in  the  following  is  being  used  in 
making  arrangements  with  Victoria  and  Knox  Colleges. 

I  have  just  seen  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
notice  one  or  two  items  v/hich  majr  give  rise  to  difficulties  in  the  minds 
of  the  University’s  partners  in  the  Central  Heating  Plant. 

Operation  of  Plant. 

The  sum  of  -^2,148  is  the  gross  operating  cost  but  does  not 
allow  for  credits  for  the  sale  of  electricity,  ashes,  etc.  These 
credits  amounted  to  -^09. 66  which  would  make  a  net  operating  cost  of 
•1^41,738.34  to  be  divided  among  the  partners  according  to  arrangement. 

This  amount  of  •p409.66  is  a  bagatelle  when  dealing  with  such 
large  figures ,  but  the  principle  involved  is  that  it  may  be  difficult 
to  persuade  Victoria,  ’Vycliffe  and  Knox  Colleges  that  v/e  are  standing 
by  our  arrangement  and  providing  them  with  light  and  heat  at  cost.  The 
amount  of  -^409.66  is  shown  in  Schedule  53,  Revenue  Account,  page  70. 

Construction  of  Power  Plant . 

On  page  161  of  the  Report,  under  the  heading  of  "Central 
Heat,  Light  &  Power  Plant",  several  items  have  been  incorporated  which, 
though  constructed  at  the  same  time  as  the  Central  Plant  and  under  the 
supervision  of  Messrs.  Griggs  &  Holbrook,  do  not  appear  to  me  to  have 
any  connection  with  it.  On  the  other  hand  no  credit  is  given  to  the 
University  for  having  supplied  two  engine?,  one  crane,  etc.,  to  the 
Power  House  and  no  charge  for  these  appears. 

If  such  details  as  Vacuum  System  in  the  Main  building. 
Switchboard  for  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering,  Lighting 
Grounds,  etc.,  are  to  be  left  in  as  part  of  the  construction  of  the 
Central  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Plant,  it  is  likely  to  raise  the  question 
in  the  minds  of  the  University’s  partners  whether  they  are  not  being

aslced  to  pay  interest  on  a  percentage  of  work  done  purely  for  the 


benefit  of  the  University.  At  the  same  time  I  would  like  to  point 


out  that  the  sale  of  old  material,  amounting  to  $1717.22,  is  hardly 
a  credit  to  the  Power  House,  as  the  material  in  question  has  all  been 
removed  from  the  University  buildings. 

In  the  accompanying  statements  I  have  endeavoured  to  analyze 
the  figures  received  from  the  Bursar  and  show: 

Firstly,  the  gross  cost  of  the  Power  Plant  and  its  net  cost 
to  the  University, 

Secondl:/,  the  ditribution  of  the  net  cost  to  the  several 
buildings  drawing  benefits  from  it, 

Thirdly,  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  necessary  to  wipe  out 
the  capital  expenditure  in  forty  years. 

Fourthly,  the  actual  cost  of  lighting  and  heating  the  Univer¬ 
sity  buildings,  (including  interest  and  sinking  fund). 


And  fifthly,  the  comparison  between  the  cost  of  lighting  and 


heating  during  the  seasons  of  1903-09  (did  system)  and  1912-13  (new 
system) .

Pear  Professor  Lang:- 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst. , 
regarding  our  charge  of  .$2.00  less  25^  discount  to  Graham  for  • 
Mackenzie,  Interest  and  Bond  Values,  and'  desire  to  inform  you  that 
this  is  the  beet  discount  allowed  to  the  trade  on  this  book.  Tie 
are  only  the  selling  agents  for  this  publication  which  is  owned  by 
the  author.  At  the  time  of  publication  he  fixed  the  price  of 
$2.00  to  outsiders,  and  ;1.00  to  students  or  Fellows  of  the  Institute 
of  Actuaries. 

I  have  considered  that  my  relations  with  Mr. 

Graham  were  always  most  cordial  and  regret  that  you  feel  we  have 
been  guilty  of  unfair  discrimination  towards  him.  In  defence  I 
can  only  refer  you  to  our  business  transactions  with  him. 

In  the  first  place  we  have  no  record  of  ever 
receiving  from  Mr.  Graham  any  stock  order  for  the  book  in  question 
for  students  use.  It  appears  from  our  records  that  we  sent  him 
two  copies  August  24th.  ,1912.  ’.Vas  it  not  reasonable  to  assume  that 
they  were  for  some  'outside  customer,  as  the  sale  to  students  amounts 
to  probably  150  copies  a  year?

Again  on  August  15th., 1913  he  ordered  50  copies 


Representative  Poetry  and  50  copies  of  Fletcher’s  Handbook  of 

Latin.  These  orders  vvere  filled  at  a  discount  of  10%  from 

the  selling  price,  which  is  the  exact  amount  that  we  pay  the  authors 


for  them.  That  is  to  say,  we  delivered  these  hooks  to  Ur.  Graham 


without  one  cent  of  profit,  we  paid  the  authors  for  them  during  the 
fall,  and  were  not  paid  in  full  by  Air.  Graliam  before  January  5th. 
1914.  Further,  during  the  fall  we  made  Sine  deliveries  of  one 
or  two  copies  each  of  Representative  Poetry,  without  any  rem 
whatever.  Do  you  foel  in  the  light  of  these  facts  that  Ur. 

Graham  has  received  unfair  discrimination  in  purchasing  textbooks 
published  by  the  University  Press?

UDon  by  the  Bursar  and  the  Sunerintendent  ot  Buildings  and  Grounds  with 

regard  to  the  rental  ot  lartns  in  students'*  residences,!  tuel  for  irertbers 

ot  the  statt,  nayirents  tor  long  distance  and  slot  telenhones, 

reinr.burserrents  tor  extra  cleaning:,  nerauisitea  to  caretakers  when 

buildings  are  used  by  students'  societies  or  extra  university  functions 

including  the  cost  of  nrenaring  or  any  datrage  arising  froir  such  use, 

work  done  for  such  university  organisations  as  the  Athletic  Association. 

That  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  old  rrateriaT,  the  account  should  as 
a  rule  be  n-ade  out  by  the  Sunerintendent  and  sent  to  the  Bursar  to  whom 
it  is  bayable,  exoent  in  such  cases  as  when  tnrough  limmediate  nurchase 
money  may  be  collected  by  the  Sunerintendent  and  torwarded  to  the  Bursar. 

That  electric  current  sunnlied  to  nurchasers  outside  the 
University  be  on  contract  made  by  the  Sunerintendent,  naym.ent  for  which 
shall  be  made  to  the  Bursar. 

That  employees  of  the  university  should  be  allowed  to  do  work  for 
members  of  the  staff  only  on  the  understanding  that  it  does  not  interfere 
with  their  regular  univeirsity  duties,  and  that  the  workrr^in  so  employed  be 
paid  by  the  Bursar,  and  the  amounts  charged  therefor  be  payable  at  the 
Bursar's  offioe  and  charged  to  an  open  account. 

That  in  E?eneral,  apart  from  the  above:,  as  tor  example  in  the  case 
ot  fees  payable  by  studeintsi,  tnat  these  should  be  receivable  through  the
